Of New Attorneys and Counseilors, 
December 22, 1958 





sure you will carry the same 
memory throughout your life. 
Upon this occasion I could ad- 
vise you as to your future pro- 
fessional conduct and inform 
you of the rewards that you may 
expect for your adherence to 
the standards of the legal pro- 
fession. However, I think I can 
safely assume that you have 
been adequately advised as to 
those fundamentals by your law 


school professors, your precept- 
ors. and others, and that you 
have firmly resolved to live up 


to the high traditions of the Bar. 
I therefore am going to direct 
my remarks to a field of activity 
for the lawyer which is closely 

lated to but a little beyond the 
term “the practice of law.” 

i can think of no more appro- 
priate characterization of a 
lawyer’s true functions than 
those stated by our late Chief 
Justice Arthur T. Vanderbilt. In 
speaking of the five qualities and 
functions of a true lawyer, he 
compressed it all into a single 
sentence. He said: “These five 
counselling, advocacy, improving 
the profession, the courts and 
the law, leadership and molding 
public opinion and the unselfish 
holding of public office are the 
essential functions of a great 
lawyer.” 


It is about the last two func- 
tions that I will speak to you, 
i.e., public leadership and the 
holding of public office. Some 
lawyers take pride in declaring 
that they take no interest in 
political affairs: that they con- 
fine their talents strictly to the 
practice of law. It is wrong, I 
think, for a lawyer to be inter- 
ested solely in professional prac- 
tice. In so doing this lawyer is 
turning away from what may be

As I have said, public leader- 
ship is an “extra curricular” ob- 
ligation of a lawyer. Of course, 
technically, it is not an integral 
function of membership in the 
legal profession. But the fact is 
that lawyers have extra curricu- 
lar obligations of a special sort 
simply because they are lawyers. 
Because of your training, your 
familiarity with matters of gov- 
ernment and the personal in- 
clinations and _ characteristics 
that led you to pursue the study 
of the law, you are well qualified 
to undertake the functions of 
public leadership. It is these 
qualifications that place upon 
you a greater responsibility to 
assume public leadership than 
any other group. Since you are 
in many respects better qualified, 
you owe a greater duty to serve 
your communities as intelligent 
and unselfish leaders. 

There is still another reason 
which imports a certain urgency 
to a lawyer’s public role that 
does not exist among most other 
groups. That is the public ex- 
pectation and demand that law- 
yers actively participate in pub- 
lic affairs. It is somewhat para- 
doxical but nevertheless true 
that while the public is some- 
times critical of lawyers as law-

Deductions For Social 
Security Tax Increased 


Employers are reminded to in- 
crease the Social Security tax rate 
on payroll checks beginning Jan. 
1 


During 1959, the tax rate goes 
up to 2'2 per cent for both em- 
ployers and employees, and the 


maximum annual taxable wage is 
increased to $4,800. The increas- 
ed tax applies to all wages paid 
from the first of the year, regard- 


less of when earned. 
To a worker in the top Social 
Security wage bracket, this boost 


amounts to $25.50, or 27 per cent 
more than he paid in 1958 when 
the rate was 2% per cent on 
wages upto $4,200. His employer 
also wili pay the additional 27 per 
cent. 

Self-employed persons who pay 
one and one-half times the tax 
paid by either employers or em- 
ployees will be assessed at the 
rate of 3°41 per cent of 1959 earn- 
ings up to $4.800, compared with 
3°s per cent on earnings up to 
$4,200 in 1957-8. 

The tax at the 
amount to $180 on 
ployed who earn an average of 
$400 or more a month in 1959. 
Thus, the maximum amount of 
tax more than doubles the maxi- 
mum of $81 first paid by the self- 
employed in 1951. 

The new Social Security amend- 
ments provide for increased bene- 
fits for people on the benefit rolls 
before 1959. These amount to 
about 7 per cent over the levels 
in prior law. A minimum increase 
of $3 in monthly benefits has been 
made payable to retired workers 
who got on the benefit rolls after 
age 65. 

The maximum amount of bene- 
fits payable to a family is raised 
a month.
